"The parable of the vine- 
gar," The book has many other errors 
from which it has often been called, after 
the ptinter's name, "A Basket of Errors/' 
In 1631 a Bible'was printed in England,, 
and in 1732 Another appeared in Germany, 
both of.which m^tde the seventh com- 
mandment read: "Thou shall commit 
adultery," the word "not" being omitted.

Here 
we found considerable activity, nearly all 
of the machinery of the mine being at 
this point. 


Fiom a pamphlet on "Ihe Gold Mines 


ofCilpin County" we take the following 
description of the machinery : 


It consists nf two large boilers, which 


supply steam for the hoisting machinery, 
pump and air compressor. The smoke- 
Mack is built through a shaft and is 520 
feet high, 250 f<;et of it being a three-feet- 
square brick stack, am the remainder an 
iron stack two and a half feet in diameter. 
The hoisting machinery for the cage is as 
substantial as wood and iron could make 
it. The two drums are seven feet in diam- 
eter. Upon these are wojnd the flat steel 
wire ropes, of English manufacture, three 
inches in width and half an inch in thick- 
ness, with breaking strain of fifty tons, 
which are attached to the cages. 


We spent a few moments in examining 


this ponderous machinery and then turned 
our attention to the'shaft. In response to 
our "Where is it ?" we were told to look 
over into what we at first took for a coal 
box. We looked, as it were, into a deep 
well. Far below us we could see what 
^seemed two little stars, but were in reality 
candles burning, five hundred feet below 
us. Inia moment the great engine started 
and Jhe iron rope, to which was attached 
the "cage," began to wind itself on to the 
immense "drum." Keeping our eyes fixed 
upon the lights, which were on the ascend- 
ing cage, we saw theni grow brighter and 
brighter till at last we could discern the 
forms of the mincts who were coming up.

Our guide signalled the engineer 
to send down an empty cage, which soon 
appeared, and in a very short time we 
stopped at the opening to the fourth level 
one hundred feet from the bottom. Here 
we again left the cage and continued our 
observations. This level we found to be 
comparatively free from water, but a finr 
white dust, which cohered everything. 
soon Settled upon us, giving us the ,v.>pear- 
ince of "Jolly Milieu." 1 ne roof> of most 
of the levels are made of heavy logt. in 
Older ih-t the upper portion of the vein 
may be worked.
